SUMMARY OF THE REASONS EOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Penthouse US Edition December 1997 Voiume 29 Number 4 
(also known as Penthouse U.S. Edition December 1997) is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine has been given this classification because it tends to promote and 
support the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. The magazine contains 
an article of significant length which explains how to use urine in association with 
sexual conduct accompanied by a photograph of a wet naked couple embracing. 
Although a serious article of some merit, it legitimises the use of urine in association 
with sexual conduct and is placed in a publication which is intended to both entertain 
and arouse the reader. These factors mean that the publication is considered to tend 
to promote and support the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been considered in 
determining a classification for this magazine. Because the magazine tends to 
promote and support the use of urine in association with sexual conduct, section 
3(2)(d) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act) 
applies. In this instance s3(2) of the FVPC Act overrides the rights and freedoms 
outlined in si 4 of the NZBR Act because s3(2) is a deeming provision that cannot be 
given a meaning that is consistent with si 4 of the NZBR Act. 
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
